It would be interesting to know how Sen 


Kennedy proposes to repair what he refers 


to as the damaged prestige of the United 


States The latest ex ample he points to is the 


close v ote in the United Nations on the issue 


of admitting Red China to membership. 


This sort of thing, Sen. Kennedy implies, 
must not be permitted to happen. It is as 
inex cusable in his opinion as the fact the 
steel industry is still struggling in the throes 
of the inv entory pileup caused by the 19 59 
strike and its aftermath. 
The United States simply must not tolerate 
such a condition, in Sen. Kennedy 's v iew. This 
same kind of v iew twisted the street riots 
in J apan which caused President Eisenhow­ 
er’s v isit to be canceled last summer into the 
responsibility of the United States. 
In this kind of v iew, ev ery thing that hap­ 
pens any where on earth that causes a set­ 
back to the United States is the responsibility 
of the United States itself Therefore the ad­ 
ministration of the United States must accept 
the blame for public unease It is a curious 
psy chology . 


THE UNITED STATES could not command 
rioting students in J apan to cease rioting be­ 
cause it would detract from the prestige of 
the United States to hav e President Eisen­ 
hower’s v isit canceled. 
The United States could not command the 
new African republic to side with it on the 
issue of admitting Red China to U N mem­ 
bership. 
The United States cannot make President 
De Gaulle of France jump through hoops to 
suit its purposes. It cannot issue an edict that 
will make Communists disappear in Italy , 
Laos or Latin America. It cannot make Fi­ 
del Castro be reasonable Nor can it do any ­ 
thing about the unhappy fact that some peo­ 
ple in the Congo continue to think of Patrice 
Lumumba as their “ sav ior .” 
Yet, whenev er this country encounters these 
reminders that the destiny of other nations 
and other human beings is in their own hands, 
ev en when the hands are malicious and 
threatening, there is this curious point of 
v iew that the fault lies with the United States. 


It is a psy chology of omnipotence — of be­ 
ing all-powerful — of being abov e the handi­ 
caps that other nations must bear. 
More particularly , it is a psy chology of in­ 
superable public power — that the gov ern­ 
ment can will into being or not being any ­ 
thing that seems desirable or undesirable. 


IF THE STEEL INDUSTRY is still dislo­ 
cated after the worst strike in history , don't 
blame the people who called the strike. Blame 
the gov ernment. Make it appear that some 
other gov ernment could wav e a wand and 
make 
all 
the 
steel 
inv entories disappear 
so ev ery body would start from scratch to 
build up a fresh supply of steel 
Or let the gov ernment wav e a wand ov er 
the farm surpluses piled up by a wrong-head­ 
ed policy of continuing wartime subsidies to 
stimulate agricultural production into peace­ 
time. 
Then let there be a special wand—king-size 
—to restore the prestige of the United States 
Restore it? 
Magnify it, rather Magnify it to the point 
where nothing on earth could happen without 
the consent of the United States and where 
any thing on earth would happen if it were 
so ordered by the United States. 


AS A CAMPAIGN mov es on toward its cli­ 
max . this is the obsession of Sen. Kennedy — 
that the nation’s problems can be solv ed by 
edict. Or if it isn’t his obsession, it is his 
main talking point. 
America can be made to mov e faster, use 
more steel, work harder, make sacrifices, suf­ 
fer fewer disappointments and be stronger if 
v oters will elect J ohn F. Kennedy , he say s. 
For a man who couldn’t line up enough 
v otes among a two-thirds Democratic major­ 
ity to put ov er a few bills in the tag-end 
session of Congress, this is big talk. Sen. 
Kennedy knows by this time that not ev ery ­ 
thing can be made to materialize because he 
wants it. 
It’s an illusion most of us nev er had a 
chance to enjoy In our liv es, nothing ev er 
materialized merely because we wanted it to 
materialize 
We couldn’t command results. 
We had to earn them 


But If Khrushchev Said Nothing 


Now that Nikita Khrushchev ’s v isiting is all 


ov er twt some more shouting on his part, 


a few judgments can be made 


First is the judgment that if Khrushchev 


turned around and came back in another fort­ 


night, there would be no ex citement about 


his reappearance. That is a net gain 
The press, telev ision and radio hav e learned 
how to discount his bombast There had been 
genuine concern about his ability to steal the 
spotlight from the presidential campaign, and 
there was honest concern, too, about the in­ 
ability of communications media in this coun­ 
try to hold him at arm’s length 
Howev er, hav ing withstood the frontal as­ 
sault of this sensation-maker, the press, tele­ 
v ision and radio now are in a mood to dis­ 
count further sensations. If Khrushchev came 
back a month from now. his best chance to 
create a sensation would be to say nothing 
That would be as great a sensation as if Fi­ 
del Castro were to rise before an audience 
and say nothing because he could think of 
nothing to add to what he already had said 


Khrushchev did not steal the spotlight from 
the presidential campaign Quite the contrary 
He made the spotlight shine brighter, because 
his phy sical presence in the United States and 
his strategy for up-ending the United Nations 
made it clearer than ev er before that the 
United States is not shadow-box ing but trad­ 
ing blows with a flesh-and-blood opponent who 
strikes low blows and uses rabbit punches 
in the clinches. 
There are no illusions left about this sy m ­ 
bol of the Communist conspiracy . No one will 
waste any more time talking and wondering 
about his real intentions. His absolutism is 
as cold and hard in international affairs as 
it is in the Sov iet Union, itself. He completed 
the disenchantment of the non-Communist 
world with his actions in the United Nations 
General Assembly . If that is what he really 
intended to do, it was a masterful perform­ 
ance 
But Nikita Khrushchev , like many a per­ 
former before him. is stuck for an encore 
From now on. ev ery thing he tries to do will 
be an anticlimax . 


Let Red China Do The Guessing 


Any time the gov ernment of Red China 
wants to find out if the United States would 
go to war ov er inv asion of Quemoy and Mat­ 
su, it can start an inv asion. 
If it did start an inv asion, that would be 
the signal for a quick buildup of resources 
to defend Formosa, The islands are of no 
great consequence in themselv es They are 
a pair of tin cans tied together with a string 
to trip up an after-dark trespasser. 
Red China could not afford to by pass them 
in a frontal attack on Formosa 
It has not 
been able to afford to inv ade them, either, 
because the United States is letting 
Red 
China do the guessing 
about 
the 
conse­ 
quences. Although the direct responsibility 
for war ov er 
Formosa lies 
between 
the 
Communist gov ernment of mainland China 
and the Nationalist gov ernment on Formosa, 
the Nationalist gov ernment is wholly 
de­ 
pendent on the U.S. fleet and U.S. military 
supplies for security .

Prague, met with the most ex peri­ 
enced street rioter of all — Akira 
Iwai. 
This J apanese is secretary gen­ 
eral of Sohy o. It was Sohy o’s le­ 
gions which turned Toky o’s streets 
into the front lines of the cold war 
with anti-U.S. demonstrations.

“ N, S, Khrushchev 's proposals 
for complete disarmament are en­ 
dorsed by the J apanese workers. 
Let us all fight together to achiev e 
peace throughout t h e world,” he 
declared.

Candidates Take Fuzzy Stand On Quemoy Issue

The presidential candidates com­

The paint industry has develop-’ 
ed a number of products for Uiisl 
purpose: roof coatings and paints, | 
calk ing compounds and potty and, ; 
of course, quality house paint. 


L et’s start at the top — your 
roof. If you or your husband do; 
not feel up to inspecting it per-, 
sonally, call on your roofing con-| 
tractor to check its integrity. P er­ 
haps old shingles need to be re-| 
placed. Wooden ones m ay 
ha v e 
dried out and need a coat of shin-; 
gle stain to bring them back to 
life. Asphalt or asbestos - cement 
shingles m ay need a new protec­ 
tive coating or an application of 
one of the colorful aluminum roof 
paints. 


SEE, TOO, that the m etal flash­ 
ing around chimneys and pipes of 
various k inds and in the valleys 
form ed by gables is in good condi­ 
tion and is properly sealed with 
calk ing compound around the edg­ 
es to k eep out moisture. 
Work ing down, inspect the area 


below the eaves for peeling paint, ^ 
a sign of m oisture in the wood or 
rotting wood. The latter m ust be| 
replaced, of course. Are the gut­ 
ters and downspouts in good con­ 
dition and free from leaves, twigs 
and other debris that m ight clogj 
them and forte water up and un­ 
der the roof? There are several 
types of inexpensive guards avail­ 
able to fit over the gutters which 
will k eep them from being clog­ 
ged. 


It is im portant that the down­ 
spouts carry the water away from 
the foundation of the house. On 
the m ark et 
are 
several 
attach­ 
m ents that do this job. 


Another 
source 
of 
trouble 
is 
wooden siding that comes in con­ 
tact with the ground. Such wood 
m ay often soak up w ater lik e a 
wick . G uard against this by be­ 
ing sure that siding and studs do 
not touch the earth. 


OTHER AREAS that m ust be 
check ed are the fram ework around 
windows and doors, the bases of 
porch pillars and all butt joints 
of siding. Gaps at these points 
should be sealed with calk ing com­ 
pounds which, in addition to k eep­ 
ing out w ater, also prevent cold

Wood Bleach in g 
Tip s Are Offered

Question: We have an old cabi­ 
net of dark m ahogany that I would 


lik e to lighten in order to m atch 
some m odern furniture we bought 
recently. I have been told that 
com m ercial bleach is best for this 
k ind of job. Can you give me some 
advice on the m atter? 
Answer; 
Yes, 
a 
com m ercial 
bleach generally will do a better 
job than a hom em ade bleach. You 
will have to get down to the bare 
wood with a paint-varnish rem ov­ 
er. After you do this, you m ay 
discover that the m ahogany ac­ 
tually is a great deal lighter than 
you thought it was. 
All bleaches are strong, so be 
sure to wear rubber gloves while 
work ing The m ost im portant part 
about bleaching is to follow the 
instructions on the label of the 
brand you purchase, since there 
are some variations in method. 
If it appears that you m ay have 
a difficult job m ak ing a perfect 
m atch with your new furniture, 
you m ight try a little trick swne- 
tim es used by professional wood 
finishers 
They bleach the wood 
lighter than necesarry, then use 
a non-grain raising stain to get it 
to the desired tone. When the stain 
has dried thoroughly, apply a very 
light coat of shellac before putting 
on the new finish.

The nation’s senior citizens are 
giving the hwne building industry 
a slight headache. 
The 
builders 
aren’t 
unhappy 
about the fact that m ore old per­ 
sons own houses than ever be­ 
fore in the history of the country. 
Nor about the span-of-Mfe statis­ 
tics that m ak e k evident this m ar­ 
k et will be increasing in the years 
ahead. 
What is causing som e concern 
is the difference of opinion among 
housing authorities, as well as the 
oldsters th« nselves, on what con­ 
stitutes ideal Hving conditions for 
individuals and couples in retire­ 
ment. 
For instance, there are m any 
comm unitite built alm ost entirely 
around the concept that elderly 
persons require living accomm oda­ 
tions designed especially for their 
needs. This theory is carried out 
both in the structural character of 
the homes and in the facilities for 
recreation and entertainm ent. 
These so-called retirem ent com­ 
munities generally have been suc­ 
cessful. But of late there ha s 
been a noticeable tendency on the 
part of m any senior citizens to 
steer clear of housing develop­ 
m ents which seem to cater to their 
specific wants. 
'n» is is partly bonne out by a 
recent sun;ey undertak en by a 
Florida organization called t he 
Bayshore Gardens Couricil on Re­ 
tirem ent. The C ousdl, in quwtion- 
ing 500 retired tamilies, found that 
most of them were very much 
against living in areas cfesigned 
solely to m ak e living easier for 
men and women over 65 years of 
age. 
They were especially a g a i n .s t 
grab-bars, l u m i n e s c e n t light 
switches and other features gen­ 
erally considered essential in hous­ 
ing for the elderly. 
You will note t l ^ we said the 
survey “ partly” bore out this seem ­ 
ing change in think ing. That’s be­ 
cause the sam e survey also dis­ 
closed that retirem ent 
p e r s on s 
have definite ideas <m housing suit­ 
able for them . 
They consider k important, for 
instance, that they live in single 
level homes to avoid 
c l i m b i n g 
stairs. They want hom es with two 
OT three bedrooms to accommo­ 
date visiting children and grand- 
d uldr« !. They need lots of closet 
and storage space to tak e care of 
the m any and varied item s they 
have collected ihrtmgh 
^ 
years. 
And they believe chm,£ Ties, shop­ 
ping facilk ies and the lik e should 
be reasonably clo.se at hand. 
On the m atter of gardens, near­ 
ly ail said they lik ed them and 
wanted them , but felt they should 
be sm all enough to m ak e caring 
for them a pleasure and not a 
chore.

Bringing Up A FamiJv

Child Ca n Lea rn Go o d Ea ting Ha b its 


There’s much to be said in fa­ 
vor of having the child eat at 
the table with the family as soon 
as he can be seated there fairly 


c o m f o r t - 
ably. He gets 
t h e 
feeling 
t h a t he be­ 
longs. He can 
learn a great 
deal. And if he 
is seated high 
e n o u g h , he 
may enjoy see­ 
ing and hear­ 
ing what goes 
on. But if he D|. Garry Meyeri 
is going to en­ 
joy las meals with the family, all 
the rest, ex cep t the mother, p er­ 
hap s, must mind their own busi­ 
ness and not be concerned about 
his eating or not eating. He must 
have learned earlier, away from 
the table, to accep t a quiet “No” 
as f i n a l . Usually, more eating 
p roblems face this child then than 
ever faced him earlier. He may 
want some foods he should not 
have. He may refuse others he 
should have. Many children at this 
age refuse milk or take but little 
of it. 


ONLY ONE p erson should take 
resp onsibility for the child at the 
table. All others should say noth­ 
ing and ex p ress no concern about 
his eating. Even the mother should 
hold her tongue and keep her in­ 
sides still. 
As milk is so essential to his 
diet, the child should usually have 
that first, nothing else. If he does 
not care for it, p ut in the glass 
or cup only a few sp oonfuls. Give 
him no other food until the milk 
ia c o n s u m e d , but don’t tell 


him he must drink it. Let h im 
choose between it and nothing. 
After several meals, add a bit 
more milk. 
Say carrots or string beans are 
offered him nex t. Make the help ­ 
ing one or two carrot disks or one 
or two string beans. But don’t tell 
him to eat this. Just give him 
nothing else unless he does. 
In like m a n n e r , give him a 
very, very small p ortion of some 
other essential food. Should he beg 
for a second of such food, be very 
stingy. 


SINCE HE HAS chosen to eat 
the tiny bit of food you offered 
him, it may be well to let h i m 
choose his nex t food. 
Always let him choose, but lim­ 
it his choice, p art of the time, to 
the small p ortion offered or noth 
ing. It’s of chief imp ortance that 
he shall eat the very tiny p ortion 
offered him or get nothing more. 
As you can see, this is very dif­ 
ferent from telling him he must 
eat anything. There’s no use, of 
course, in trying this if he gets 
other foods before the nex t meal. 
Even if this tot seems to en­ 
joy most foods, it is better to 
serve him only one food at a time 
and in very small p ortions. 
Once you get him begging for 
certain foods he may once have 
refused (when you should be stin­ 
gy), you are well on the way to 
cultivating a good ap p etite in him 
for p rop er foods and enjoyable 
meals. 
Your success will dep end chief­ 
ly on how calm and quiet you can 
be all the time.

New Amend ments 
In So cia l Security 
Sta tute Ex p la ined 


More changes in Social Security 
laws were ex p lained today by the 
agency's district office at Youngs­ 
town, 
You do not have to comp letely 
retire to draw Social Security bene­ 
fits, and under recent changes in 
the law, many beneficiaries who 
work in 1961 and later years will 
have less of their benefits with­ 
held than they do now. 
As before, however, a p erson is 
considered retired if he or she is 
not earning more than $ 1,200 a 
year. A beneficiary who e a r n s 
more than $ 1,200 loses only $1 of 
benefits for every $ 2 that he earns 
between $ 1,200 and $ 1,500 For ev­ 
ery $ 1 of earnings above $ 1,500, he 
loses $ 1 in benefits. 
Under the rules in effect before 
1961, a beneficiary who earned over j 
$ 1,200 in a year would lose a whole! 
month’s benefit check for every 
$ 80 or fraction of $ 80 by which his1 
earnings ex ceeded $ 1,200 
So, if 
his earnings were over $ 2,080, he 
would lose all benefit checks for 
the year. 
However, under both the old and 
the new rules, a beneficiary can 
be p aid his full benefit check for 
any month in which he neither 
works for wages of more than $ 100 
nor renders substantial services in 
self-emp loyment. It does not mat­ 
ter how high his total earnings for 
the year may go, he will still be 
p aid bis checks for those months.
